It is 
festimated that from three to four 
jmiltion people have been rendered 
homeless by the Yellow River's 
Jgigant'e vagary. ‘The call to humani- 
arian endeavour is therefore pressing.

BOTTOM’S DREAM 
Nov. 16. 


Mendelssohn chose well when he 
took “A Midsummer Night's Dream” 
for the exercise of his own art. The 
wealth of poetical imagery, elfin 
fantasy and elemental emotion 
avished by the poet on his tribute 
to an Elizabethan marriage affords 
full inspiration to the musician who 
seeks to harness imagination to the 
senses. Hollywood has chosen the 
play for its first onslaught on 
Shakespeare. Midsummer Eve in 
‘Tudo: times was a national festival 
wherein horse-play, pageantry and 
martial display received the pat- 
ronage of civic dignity, temporarily 
relaxed. It offered the substance of 
which the Lord Mayor's show, to- 
day, is the faint but pursuing 
shadows Seeking to do courtly 
homage to Queen Elizabeth and 
honour to a noble marriage, Shake- 
speare turned to the popular love 
fof revel and masquerade. The 
‘bride was Elizabeth Vere, daughter 
of the poet's: patron, the Earl of 
Oxford.” ‘The bridegroom was 
‘William Stanley, Earl of Derby. 
‘The wedding took place at Green- 
[wich on January 26,1895. Thus the 














poet gave proof of his practical sense 


‘of topical appeal. Mr. Cochran him~ 
‘self could not have been more alert 
{in gauging public taste. Hollywood 
fortunately, has not been satisfied 
with that prosaic view of the play. 
For Shakeseare was Shakespeare, 
'so, even when playing the consum- 
mate showman, he could not help 
‘being the supreme artist, To the 
fephemeral task of bowing to a 
‘Queen and felieltating a bridal pair, 
he brought all the genius of his 
magical gift of poetry, humour, 
‘pathos and acue perception.

material for all the comedies which 
‘the modern stage can bear. Is not 
‘the theme of lovers’ fickleness a 
fruitful source of dramatic in- 
jgenuity? The Irony of Demetrius, 
|doting on, but scorned by, Lysander’s, 
Hermia and endeavouring to escape 
the importunities of Helena, is 
matched only by the tragi-comedy of 
Helena, reproached by Hermia for 
having ensnared both Lysander and 
[Demetrius after Puck had made his 
[clumsy error in wizardry. Whims!-

chastise Titania, the better to exalt 
the glowing splendour of the nuptials 
Jof Theseus and Hippolyta.

ITALIAN AIMS 


‘The change in the Ttalian high 
‘command in Ethiopia is naturally in- | 
terpreted by the Ethiopian Govern- 
ment as a favourable sign. Yet it 
may be doubted whether it actually 
implies any real disappointment at 
Rome. Official communiques on such 
matters invariably arouse the in- 
‘genulty of commentators who desire 
to read between the lines. ‘The actual 
record of the achievements ot the 
Nallan forces does not give much en- 
couragement to. the view that the 
M-equipped Ethiopian troops ean 
effectively resist further advances, 
Marshal Badoglio is a brilliant soldier 
‘and has already to his credit the 
‘successful conduct of an African cam- 
algn. Facile reliance on the eventual 
ability of the Ethiopian tribesmen to 
harass the Italian lines of communi- 
cation does not seem to take suf. 
‘ciently int? account the obvious tact 
that that danger must “be vividly 
resent to Marshal Badoglio's mind 
and that he will not fall to lay his 
plans accordingly. This, of course, is 
not intended to disparage the gallan- 
ry of the defenders or to belittle 
‘their resources, but It must be put on 
record, if only to emphasize the 
appalling power of modern armaments 
ind the elaborate measures which the 
Tiallans have evidently taken to 
mitigate the difficulties confronting 
‘them in thelr campaign. 


US. ELECTION 


Already the leaders of the Re- 
publican ‘and Democratle Parties in| 
the United States are commencing to 
forecast their respective chances in 
the election next year. Last week's 
voting in state and local clections 
indicated that traditionally Re- 
publican districts which | supported | 
President Roosevelt in 1932 and 1934 
‘are beginning to return to thelr old 
allegiance, and despite the huge 
plurality obtained by the Democrats 
in the New York State elections, it 
was felt that the upper portion’ of 
the State has returned to” the Ri 
publicans. It is not always safe to 
ake the results of minor elections as 
indleative of possibilities in national 
contests, for very often in the former: 
‘considerations prevail in the minds 
of the voters which may have little 
influence in deciding how  suffcages 
‘shall be cast on wider issues. Un- 
doubtedly the policies of President 
Roosevelt are open to considerable 
criticism. ‘Whether that can be| 
Justified depends entirely upon the 
‘school of political thought consider- 
{ng them, but ft is clear that during 
hig term ‘of office the President has 
bbeen the victim of a fair amount of 
frustration which has had an un- 
| doubted effect upon the success of 
hig schemes and’ his consequent 
popularity with the electorate. Be- 
fore the elections are held the ques- 
tion of the constitutionality of more 
‘of his measures will have been de- 
‘cided by the United States Supreme 
Court, with possible further impair- 
‘ment of the success of his polley. Tt 
‘hag to be remembered that. whatever 
results have been oblained,—and 
there ig reason to believe that ‘much 
improvement has been secured— 
have been obtained by what after all 
is a badly mutilated machine.

Woman Who Cherished Vengeance for Eleven Years: 
Career of Marshal Sun Chuan-fang 


‘Tientsin, Nov. 14. 

‘The assassination of Marshal Sun 
Chuan-fang, former Governor of the 
five Southeastern provinces, Klangsu, 
Chekiang, Aniwel, Fukien and Kiang" 
si,’ which ogeurred here yesterday 
afternoon at\3.15 o'clock, was a case 
of revenge for the execution by 
‘Marshal Sun's order years ago of the 
‘assallant’s father. 

‘This fact was revealed in a state- 
ment which the assassin, ‘Miss Sze 
Chien-yao, 30-year-old daughter of 
the late Major-General Sze Chung 
pin, formerly military officer of the 
Shantung provineial government, dis- 
tributed at the spot immediately ‘after 
she let locse a fusillade of bullets on 
Marshal Sun's body.

MORE EDUCATION IN 
RURAL KIANGSI 


4,000 Schools Being Built: 
More Teachers Needed 
Front 4 Consesrowoere 


Nanchang, Nov. 4. 

‘Me, Cheng Shih-kuel, Commissioner | 
of the Kiangsi Provincial Educational 
Bureau recently completed his plan} 
for opening 4,000 community schools 
throughout the | provinee. Within 
each governmental area of a Pao, 
‘pproximately containing 100 families, 
there will be a Paohsueh (community, 
school) supported by local educa- 
tonal endowments, 

Jn the past each clan acted as the 
custodian of “its own "educational 
funds and managed a school for the 
benefit of its own children, In most 
cases, where the clan had not laid 
by wisely an endowament, its children 
hhad t0 go without schooling. 

This age-old system is being re- 
modelled to meet the needs of a 
modern world, and the clans are com- 
bining thelr funds and management 
‘in one Paohsueh, situated in a cen- 

1 location. In 4,000 villages they 
are renovating long closed clan 
schools or whitewashing ancestral 
halls or temples to house the new 
schools. 








Development of Last Year's Work 

‘This plan is an enlargement and 
development of what the Special 
Service Comps of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek did in 1994, Follow- 
ing hard on the heels of the defeated 
Red Army the Special Service Corps 
organized village schools of this 8- 
ture, in many instances doing most 
of the teaching themselves. 

‘They were unusually successful in 
persuading the clans that they could 
‘serve the community more efficiently. 
by pooling thelr funds. In the inter~ 
vening months much has happened, 
‘and the Kiangs! Provincial Govern- 
ment now is taking,up in earnest| 
the work laid down by the far seeing 
‘young men who formed the Special 
Service Corps. 

‘The Kiangsi Christian Rural Ser- 
vice Union and the Welfare Centres 
ff the National Economie Counell a 
‘assisting in the stupendous task of 
training these 4000 village teachers. 
For the present it seems advisable to 
permit the villages to elect their own 
teachers, and they naturally represent | 
every grade and shade of education. 
‘Though the task is not an easy one 
it seems possible, through continous 
training-in-service, that the govern- 
ment will succeed in building up a 
fairly offecient teaching force, 


Capable Magistrate 

‘The magistrate of Lichuan, Mr. Li 
Ping-san, is organizing the first train 
ing institute for his area, in. the 
fourth distriet, on the Kiangsi-Fukien 
border, and will use as his teachers 
the college graduates on the staff of 
the Kiangs! Christian Rural Service 
Union "These rural workers “have 
just completed their first year 
Service in communist recovered 
areas, and now are familiar with 
‘many of the people and thelr needs. 

‘The task of keeking these village 
school teachers up to the standards 
set by the Provincial Bureau of} 
Education will be a severe test for 
these enthusiastic young intelligent 
With only about 160 Normal School 
graduates available for 4,000 schools 
the task is staggering. 

Mr. Cheng Shih-kuel is not the! 
man to hesitate when he meets w:th 
seemingly insurmountable obstacle. 
He is well acquainted with the lite 
and needs of the people of the 
villages. In 1930, while serving as 
the Commissioner of Education for 
Fukien, he was held for nine monchs 
as a hostage in a mountain village| 
by a disgruntled military leader. 
Alor a week of rest he resumed nis 
@uties as Commissioner and continued 
until called to Kiangsi, his native 
province.

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REDS RAMPANT NEAR SIKONG 


Tibetan Expedition Prepares for Siege with Only 
180: Rounds of Ammunition 


By sacx. 


Kungyu, Sikong, Oct. 27. 

In an ‘isolated’ spot in Sikons. 
weattered out in an area of about 
thirty miles and situated about 100 
miles northeast of Tachienlu, stands 
2 group of tiny villages called Kung- 
yu. So insignificant is this small 
group of villages that, according to 
the natives, the last ‘visit of any 
foreigner or missionary was made 
exactly 29 years ago. Three weeks 
igo we came from Tachienlu to In- 
vade the virgin forests of Kungyu for 
specimens of the Himalayan Impeyan 
Pheasant (lophophorus impevanus), @ 
species that makes its home in this 
‘part of the country. ‘The Impeyan or 
‘Monel pheasant can sately be de- 
scribed as one of the most beautiful 
peasants in existence, but it is also 
fone of the hardest to capture alive; 
{in fact, this feat probably has never 
been achieved by collector or scient- 
Ast before, and it was with this pur- 
pose In mind that we first started 
Out: for Kungyu, 

‘Communists Approaching 

‘To this peaceful little village in 
‘Sikong news came very suddenly on 
October 18, that the Communists 
were approaching. ‘This terrified 
everyone and set the entire com- 
munity into action. Soon the whole 
Tandseape seemed to be moving. 
During the day. cows, piss, sheep 
and other domesticated animals fol- 
Towed each other in a long proces 
sion into. the wooded ravines, Al 
night, lights dotted the blanket of 
darkness, moving mysteriously in 
wavering lines all over the hillside. 
‘The natives lost _no time in hidins| 
what tle they possessed. One 
woman carried an enormous ao, oF 
fron pot over her head: 
hher most precious possess 
not want to leave it behind for the 
Reds or defeated soldiers to destroy. 
Another family, being short of hands, 





























failed to hide thelr three ttle pies 
and 





ur cows in time, all of which 
‘shot down and eaten by the 
defeated soldiers. 

‘And yet these natives are not half 
as pathetic and miserable as. those: 
pouring through Kungyu  evervday, 
from Shuching, Damba and northern| 
cities which the Communists have 
Fecently eaptured. ‘There war no 
time nor streneth for them to carry 
their earthly belongines with them. 
Among the refurees are many old 
women with small bound feet earry= 
ing infants on thelr backs: on the 
other hand, there are many vounsstery 
who have ‘become senarated from 
their parents and are waiting in vain 
for them to appen 

Desolate Mother and Babies 

‘A young woman, carrying {wo tiny 
tots on her back, passed through 
yetterday, She had been lookine 
everywhere for her husband and at 
ast decided that he was gone from 
her forever. She was shout 10 aban- 
don her two bables and kill herselt 
when we came nan her {nthe 
Lamnsery.

24th Army Routed 
How this happened no one will 
ever know. Tt Is said that the Com~ 
munists, after a bitter battle, _suc- 
ceeded ‘in routing the 24th ‘Army. 
eapturing Chunghuar and Shuchinz 
simultaneously. “The 24th Army put 
up a desperate and heroic defence, 
which continued a: full day just a 
few miles outside of Damba, then 
made a hasty retreat. When the de- 
feated troops reached Damba, they 
found the city almost entirely evacu- 
ated. They were cut off from their 
retreat to Tachienlu by some my- 
sterlous firing at Tunggu, an Import 
ant junction 80 I south of Damba. 
Finally.. forced ‘tp turn -back, they: 
changed thelr course to Wahtzeko by| 
way of Kungyu through one of the 
worst trails on the border. This 
precipitous and zig-ragry road was 
50 impossible that out of the 40 odd 
horses that made the journey, only: 
twelve survived, the rest having fall- 
gn over the’ elif into “the Tune 
River. * 
When the nows of the fall of 
Damba reached us. we immediatel 
ordered all our staft workers to re- 
































‘Upon our arrival, we 
found the headman st the height of

excitement; fear made him want to 
Tun away but a sense of duty bade 
hhim stay to defend the place. We 
told him clearly that if he was going 
to hide, we would certainly ‘follow 
his example; “but it he decided to 
defend, we would do our best to 
help him. ‘The following day he 
appeared ‘with his” entire staff of 
native soldiers and volunteers, num- 
bering 50 in all, -and he put 40 of 
them under our command to act under 
Jour directions in the defence  of| 
Kungyu. 
Strategie Place for Defence 


‘The village of Kungyu is enclosed 
by high snow-capped mountains on 
three sides with one narrow exit to 
the Tung River. ‘There are three 
possible ways by which the Com- 
munists might enter: vid Mao Ngeu, 
north of the Dapaoshan Pass; vid 
Kobar on the Tung River; and vit 
Pien 1. The first entrance only ie 
known to the nomads, seldom being 
lused by anyone else. Unless the, 
Central Government troops withdraw 
from Tunggu to. the Dapaoshan, it 
would be impossible for the Reds to 
come through this way. We, there- 
fore, left this route to faie. ‘The 
Kobar entrance is easily stopped by 
taking all the skin boats and sam- 
Dang ashore and posting a few guards 
to allow only responsible persons. to 
cross the river a few at a time. ‘The 
Pien I route offered a problem which 
nature quickly solved, 

‘With the small number of men at 
cur. disposal, the most effective 
means of checking, temporarily any- 
way, the advance of the Communists 
Into Kungyu was partially to destroy 
the cliff bridge, without which 
would be impossible to get over the 
sheer clifts. We accordingly set. to| 
work destroying part of the bridge. 
At a higher strategie point, we neatly 
built a blockhouse. In this way, with 
the small handful of volunteerm some 
of whom were only armed with anti- 
Que firearms, we might be able to pit 
up a fairly’ good resistance. Our 
hope and plan was not so ambitious 
fs to route the Reds but merely. fo 
check their advance long enough’ tor| 
‘our people to hide their belongings 
and for the women to evacuate toa 
safer ploce with thelr children, 


Six Weapons, Little Ammunition 


When we took out all our expedi- 
tion arms. which consisted of one 
Soringfeld, one Enfield, two Savage 
‘Hl-Power "Sporting rifles, and two 
revolvers, we discovered that _we 
‘had only’ 30 rounds of ammunitions 
to each gun. We pray that Namkha. 
‘our faithful assistant, whom we seni 
to Tachienlu three days ago to fetch 
ammunition, will soon arrive. Our 
rifles, however, do not seem to im- 
ress the natives as much as our 
eld glasses, They believe that, the 
lasses can “foresee and foretell” the 
coming of the Reds 100 li away! 
‘Tho defeated soldiers. who are T 
maining here temporarily. present us 
with one of the greatest problems 
‘They are such an unruly gang that 
their retreat leaves no room for 
digeintinary measures from the high- 
fer officers. After eating all that they 
can stuff into thelr stomachs, they 
take what they like and decamp. Tn 
talking to some of there soldiers. we 
found out that their ehiet complaint 
is the lack of food. ‘There have been 
‘oecasions whon they have fought an 
entire day on an empty stomach. 
Such a Tack of rations. alas, has 
‘sulted in an equal Tack in morate. 
One soldier related to us the story: 
fof his mirseulous escape. from the 
Communists. He was. besieved for 
two days with 50 other comrades ina 
Dinckhouse. ‘The Reds advanced re- 
eatediy in spite of thelr heavy gun- 
fire and finally managed to come so 
close that hand grenades effectively 
were nised to dislodee them from the 
Dlockhouse. A hand-to-hand combat 
ensued in which all. his comrades 
‘were killed and he alone escaped. 
‘Armed with Imported Rifles 


It's said that this band of Reds, 
under Shu Shiang-chen, are extremely 
jcourageous and well disciplined. They 
‘are well armed with imported rifles 
‘and machine guns. though each is 
limited to a small supply of ammunl- 
tion. 

‘Although the Communists who are| 
[chasing the 24th Army and are head- 
ing towards our diraction consist of 
three companies with about 400 men, 
we are not without preparation for 
our own safety. Already our servant 
Lao Yen has gone to find a suitable 
‘hide-out for us in the mountains in 
‘case the enemy crashes through. He 
took one porter with him to carry 
‘one month's food provision and alse 
spare equipment in case of emergency. 
‘Lao Yen knows the country by-heart 
and we place our fate in his hands 
should we be put to flight.

THE LISU TRIBESMEN 
REBELLING 


Concern Felt for Safety of 
Missionaries 
Frost Oun Own Comsroxees 


Kangpu, Oct. 14. 

From the Salween River Vailey in 
western Yunnan come reports of war 
clouds again hovering over that 
valley inthe Shangpa ‘egion, It 
‘will be recalled that Lisu tribesmen 
there rebelled several months ago, 
slaying the Chinese magistrate et 
Shangpa, whom they felt had per- 
secuted and overtaxed them year by 
year. Now they again have rebelled 
‘against the Chinese authorities there, 
and it is reported that more than 
2.000 Lisu, with others joining them 
daily, and assisied by Tibetans from 
the ‘upper Salween valley, were 
marching against. Shangpa.’ Tt is 
‘thought that they intend to expel all 
Chinese from that immediate area. 
Also, it is feared that they will take 
the salt wells at Lachiming, which 
Js but a day's travel from Lanping. 
As there are not many Chinese 
‘troops there considerable concern is 
felt by missionaries and Chinese of 
the region. While no other informa- 
tion is available, it Is supposed that 
the Chinese already have sent troops 
from Weihsi and other points. 


Unrest on Tibetan Border 

Not all is quiet along the Tibetan 
border either. Robberies, and fre- 
quently with loss of life, are com- 
mon occurrences just ' north of 
Atuntze and in the territory of the 
Jate Gunka Lama. We hear that the 
‘Tibetan chieftain at Atuntze petition- 
ed the Yunnan. Provincial Govern- 
‘ment to send more Chinese troops 
to Atuntze, to reinforce the present 
small militia of about 100 men, and 
that he s0id he will call in Tibetan 
troops to guard the city if his request 
fs mot granted. Further north along 
the Yangtze River, Tibetan Govern 
‘ment troops are said to be patrolling 
the border. fearing that stray groups 
of Communists might attempt 
entrance into Tibet 

‘The writer recently made the long 
26-day overland journey over almost 
impassable trails through Autumn 
rains from here to Yunnanfu. We 
were impressed with the progress 
being made in some places with the 
building of the motor road to Talifu 
‘and Likiang. ‘During the dry season 
‘buses operated “one snd one-half 
horse stages” north of Tsuyung, but 
with the coming of the rainy season 
the road soon was rendered useless, 
Portions of the highway were washed 
away and great landslides from 
‘mountain sides blocked other sections. 
At the present time, as in years 
past, motor traffic only fs possible to 
Luteng. One does not travel. lons 
over the old horse roads of the 
province without realizing the urgent 
Reed of good motor highways. An 
appreciation develops of ‘the attempt 
being made to link central with 
northern Yunnan by those fostering 
the building of the new motor road. 


Improvements in Yunnanfu 


Yunnanfu, capital and metropolis 
of the province, fast is becoming 
modern’ city, linked up with the 
outside world by the French railway 
to Haiphong. Indo-China, and by 
numerous aeroplanes. Some of the 
larger planes, including those used 
in the mail service, are also to reach 
Shanghai in one day. The number 
of motor buses, trucks and passenger 
cars is rapidly increasing. Roads are 
‘being widened, and the most modern 
motorears are being introduced, 
New ‘and larger shops are. being 
‘opened, and the visitor to the city 
is Impressed with the greatly increas 
ing variety of merchandise obtain. 
able. Another forward step would 
‘be the opening of the proposed motor 
Foad to Canton, linking Yunnan up 
Girectly with southeast: China.

Recent reports in the press that 
large numbers of Communist bandits 
fare operating from Sun in North 
Honan, and near the Shansi border, 
may of may not be true in detail. TL 
{is certain, however, that throughout 
large area in North Honan the 
country has been very much dis- 
turbed for many months and the peo- 
ple are very pessimistic about condi 
tions in general. 

‘A’number of reasons may be given 
for the unseltled conditions in the 
western part of North Honan. The 
first is the avarielous nature of the 
people. Any Chinese who lives far- 
ther east, or near the Hopel border 
will say that the Huaikingfu natives 
fare “ohiao hua"—they love money 
and drive a hard bargain. There are 
a good many Mohammedang in this 
Fegion and they have an unsavoury 
reputation.

Northwest of Hankow 
Frost Our Own Connesrowoer 
Hankow, Oct. 30. 

A fornight ago, I started a trip to 
‘Tsaoshih, 100 English miles from 
Honkow. As it enabled me to realize 
something of the loss to life and pro- 
erty caused by the recent flood, it 
might interest some to know about 
the journey. The new motor road 
should bring ‘Tsaoshih. within 4% 
hours reach, but as many bridges 
were. washed away, a nine-hours 
Jaunch trip frst was necessary before 
the motor bus connection could be 
made. 
‘Tales of the flood reached us con- 
stantly, “There were a lot of peopl 
up in these treetops over ther 
starving, and we could not get help 
to them for a long time," said one 
friend. Another sald, "I was living 
in a house which was the middle of 
three. That on either side fell and 
the people were drowned, ‘Our house 
rocked and swayed, but a boat passed 
in time, and rescued us, We had to 
sit on the top of cargo for five days, 
with only-a few beans to eat, before 
we reached safety.” This, was how- 
ever, only the edge of the flood area. 

Fishing Only Livelihood 

‘The water has receded to some ex- 
tent, and a few patches of mud with 
two' or three hourses were visible. 
Where we did come across any peo- 
ple, they were busy fishing, for they 
had no other means of livelihood.

Since then 
conditions have been investigated

FLOODS RECEDING 
NEAR SUTSIEN 


Possibility in Places of 
Winter Wheat 
‘Frost Our Own Comesroxserr 
Sutsien, Nov. 6. 

Some time ago, a news agency in 
a neighbouring ‘ity reported that 
Sutsien City was a small. island, 
This statement was an exaggeration 
of the actual facts. “The east dyke 
of the Old Yellow River Bed forms 
the mud wall on the western side 
of Sutsien City, outside the brick 
wall. Since the Yellow River water 
left ‘this bed in 1852, no flood has 
ever risen high enough to overflow 
this dyke, or the main part of the 
city. 

‘Though the city is not, and has 
not been, an island, people in the 
southern ‘and eastern ‘suburbs have 
been in a distressing condition of 
anxiety for more than two months. 
‘The Grand Canal flows east of the 
city, at one point only a few hundred 
yards from the outer wall. Since 
the latter part of August, the canal 
water threatened to break out and 
flood the land between the canal and 
the city, also the southeastern dis 
trict inside the outer wall. 

Under Official Direction 

‘The people, under official direction 
‘and compulsion, worked on the canal 
banks by day and watched them 
by night. Perhaps those living in 
the threatened area were willing to 
work, and the officials forced the 
‘ones ‘from higher land to help them. 
They have used poles, branches of 
trees, cane stalks, sand bags and 
earth in their efforts to strengthen 
the banks. Idle boats here, waiting 
{or cargo, have been compelied to tie 
up alongside the banks in the most 





While the water has not risen 
high enough to overflow, it bas 
remained at a high stage so long 
that it has soaked into the banks 
and weakened them. In some places, 
water has seeped through and flied 
ditches behind them. The Chinese 
‘are very much afraid that these 
banks will break. 
“Parking” Kerosene Boat 

‘A coalyard in the threatened dis- 
trlet has reduced its stock almost 
to the vanishing point, leaving each 
shipment of coal in the boat until it 
is needed. An enterprising kerosene 
agent dragged a large boat over the 

ial bank and “parked” it inside the 
‘agency yard, ready for an emergency. 
‘Thus far, this boat has “not been 
needed. 

In this part of the province, the 
water has begun to recede, but the 
Process is very slow, over a period 
of a few weeks. ‘The stage of the 
Grand Canal at this place has fallen 
about one foot. In the country 
near Tushan and Old Pichou, north~ 
west of Sutsien, the water has fallen 
two feet or more, while a part of the 
city of Yaowan,’ now has been left 
dry by the receding water. The 
people have reason to hope that the 
highest stage already has passed—it 
Row seems to be approaching the sea 
near Hoichow. 
ince the flood began to recede, 
there 1s hope that some of the fields 
may become dry enough to be sown 
with wheat before winter sets in. 
‘On many, the water still several feet 
deep, and of course there is no hope 

lowing them this " Autumn. 
‘Thousands of farmers will have no 
‘wheat crop next summer. 

Dr. William F._ Junkin, senior 
evangelist of the Southern’ Presby- 
terian Mission Station here, recently 
assed through a very severe attack 
‘of paratyphoid fever. He fell Ul at 
Sutsien in July, then went to Kuling, 
where his ‘condition worsened until 
late in August, when he passed the 
crisis. Remaining on ‘Kuling until 
the middle of October, he recently 
Felurned to Sutsien. Though still too 
weak to undertake heavy’ work, he 
gradually is regaining his strength.

INSANE IN CHINA. 


Remedy of Chaotic Neglect of Mental Deficients in 
Country: Outeome of Canton Conference 


Halpern thoroughly believes 
that one of the fundamental aims of 
‘any social order is to help man to 
adjust life to his fellow man and 
that in these times it is more nece- 
‘sary than ever to pay more attentiot 

to the mental care of man and for. 

‘2 more aggressive attack upon the 
problems of psychiatry and media 
psychology. 

‘Aids in Psychiatry 
Psychiatry, she points out, is a 
‘comparatively new line of medicine 
fn China. At present the number of 
‘trained people in paychiatry is far too] 
small for China when the great num-| 
ber of citizens who must spend some’ 
part of their lives in institutions for 
the insane Is taken into consideration. 

‘But, says Dr. Halpern, not until the 
service of a mental hospital in China 
‘comes to be regarded as professionally 
fequal in importance to the service of 
fevery other branch of medicine, will, 
fundamental progress be made. tu’ 
wards a {rue solution of the problem. 

‘Dr. Halpern goes on to explain that 
paychiatry in its broader sense does 
Rot only concern the treatment and 
Jeare of the insane but also takes into 
‘consideration the development of per 
sonalities as well as the emotional 
flabilization of the human mind in 
the attempt to correct mental i 
capacities, misbehaviour and discon- 
tent. 

‘We must not forget,” she said, 
“that now we are living in a very 


‘stress upon nations and upon the

‘Training Parents and Teachers 

‘Aware that the character of man| 
becomes formed in his childhood and

‘and capable enough to assist all thes 
legions of discouraged, disappointed, 
unstable and drug-addicted people. 

‘She also emphasizes the need for 
better legislative status relating to 
insanity. At the present time psy- 
chiatrists often encounter problems! 
which would be better settled by law. 

Dr. Halpern came to China two 
years ago from Vienna at the reques! 
of the Chinese Government. During| 
the short time she has been here she 
hhas done much in the neurology field 
and has been instrumental in the

STRANGE COUGH 
ANALYZED 


Dr. Engel Explains Local 
Summer Complaint 


Xeference to a mysterious complaint 
altaeking many Shanghai people dur- 
ing the early stmmer was made by 
Dr. D. Engel, addressing the Society 
of German-speaking Physicians at 
Shanghai recently. 
Dr. Engel said that about the end 
of May or the beginning of June, a 
considerable portion of the Shanghai 
population complained of a violent 
cough. ‘This was probably more pre- 
Valent in the western than in any 
other district. ‘These people who had 
2 tendency to the disease had a re- 
currence of it every year, as he him- 
self had. Tt started with a. slight 
headache and an Increase in temper 
(ure, ‘The sputum of patients suffer- 
ing from ‘this complaint was charac. 
teristic. resembling orange juice, and 
having an unmistakable iron taste. 
Patients did not usually feel i 
‘enough to stay away from work, and 
their condition lasted only for a fow 
doys, seldom more than four weeks, 


What X-Ray Reveals 
No specific bacteria was to be 
found in the sputum, but the blood 
showed a very marked change. ‘The 
most surprising feature of the dis- 
ease was to. be foundon examining an 
SXeray photograph of a patient, a2 his 
condition was found to resemble that 
brought about by a special form of 
tuberculosis of the lungs. But where- 
as the changes caused by tuberculosis 
‘were of long duration, those resulting 
from this particular’ disease varied 
from day to day. It a patient were 
X-rayed” while suffering from this 
disease, It would be highly probable 
that his case would be diagnosed as 
tuberculosis of the lungs, and it 
was quite Likely that many’ people 
had been sent home lungs, and st 
was quite likely that many people 
hhad been sent home by thelr doctors 
‘they were believed to be suffering 
from tuberculosis. On arrival, they 
probably found that their symptoms 
had disappeared.

This was due to super-sensibil- 
Hy, or, ag it was termied, local allergy 
fot the lungs. this conviction was 
besed on the examination of the 
‘he Llood: and the rapid 
yy examina. 


















He had made experiments to find 
cout whether the pollen of the privet 
‘was responsible for producing these 
changes in the Tungs. So far hi 
could definitely state that these ex- 
periments had all had a negative 
result. Further experiments on a 
larger seale would be necessary to 
determine the agent. ‘The disease, 
id not appear to be a serious one, 
but there was an important aspect 
to be considered, which was the 
possibility of it bringing on a condi- 
Yion of tuberculosis of the lungs 
which’ previously existed in the 
Patient, "Clinical observations would 
be necessary to prevent this pos 
sibility. 

He had every reason to believe 
that this new disease was not pecu- 
Mar to China, as it seemed to be 
quite common in Europe, and it 
therefore deserved the attention of 
wider circles. ‘The cure of this dis- 
‘ease was very simple, and consisted 
‘of the application of Caleium and 
Ephedrin. 

‘From his experience he could state 
that the measures taken by the 
Public Works Department of the 
Shanghai Municipal Counell for 
destroying privet shrubs seemed to 
be unjustined. Further investigation 
to discover the pollen causing such 
inconvenience toa great part of the 
population of Shanghai would be 
very desirable,

METRIC WEIGHTS IN 
SETTLEMENT 


Use of Standard May Be 
Made Compulsory 


The Shanghai Municipal Counes 
held @ meeting last Wednesday after- 
‘Inasmuch as the Chinese Law of 
Weights and Measures promulgated 
in 1929, which requires’ that there 
should be used only the standard 
Weights (metric) presetibed by the 
Chinese Government, ig now being 
enforced in tereitory’ adjacent to the 
Settlement, “Munteipal departments 
‘concerned proposed to the Colinell 
that the time was ripe for Settlement 
co-operation in the adoption of there 
weights and measures.

‘and thelr desire was not to increase 
the residential rate to such an extent 
fag to prevent a cortain amount of 
growth, as vesidential subscribers 
had alteady borne more than thelr 
share for many ¥6 

‘Major Brown mentioned further 
the 2 per cent, royalty had to be paid 
to the French ‘Municipal Council and 
the Shanghal Municipal Counell only 
for part of this year, from August 
‘onwards but the Company would have 
to pay this royally for the whole of 
next year. He was of opinion the fat 
rate system had undoubledly co 
tributed to the loss, and if the fi 
rato continued, they would have o 
further loss of stations. 

Losy of Smatter Users 


Replying to questions, Major 
Brown sald it would not be possible 
to ascertain the total of smaller users 
who would continue’ as subscribers, 
ag, thinking a message rate might 
come, they would not intimate 
thelr intention of glving up the service 
‘and emphasized that he knew the fat 
Fate system caused a loss of stations. 
‘At Teast 80 per cent, of the current 
year's losses wos in his opinion due to 
the flut rate system and 3,400 stations 
had been lost to date this year, The 
small users were giving up the tele- 
Phone service. At one time the flat 
ute system was appropriate to 
Shanghal, but the extension of thr 
Settlement had changed the situation 
entively. 

‘Major Brown gave the numbor of 
stations now in use as about 48 000 
which was not an economic. figure 
considering the size of the equipment 
but. In. telephone circles they had 
never reached saturution point. As- 
suming they did in Shanghat and die 
not have to provide any new plant 
Or an additional central office, he 
‘could safely say they could work up 
Yo. 0,000 stations on a 10,000 tine 
board, Under the fat rate system 
they were in the Central Exchange 
carrying as much as a 10,000 tine 
equipment for 6,000 stations owing 
to the abnormally high calling rate, 
It they could get to the stage of 
working 80 to 90 per cent. of the 
total plant capacity and there was 
no prospect of further growth, they 
‘might say they had reached the full 
economic condition. One of the out- 
side eriticlsms in Shanghai was that 
the spare plant was very high, but 
it was very wrong to assume’ that 
If the spare plant was 40 per cent. 
that meant 40 per cent, waste. In 
Shanghai changed conditions had to 
bbe considered. “It might be that many 
people would .move out from the 
Central, District to the outer roads 
areas. That meant, additional under- 
round work. This was a. problem 
continually being studied by experts. 
He was led to believe they had as 
good a service in Shanghai as In any 
service he knew although there might 
be more faults owing to the high 
humidity, and rather awkward condl- 
Hons in alleyways. Mr. Wray report 
ed he would say they had as good 
fa service as in New York, Chicago, 
‘or anywhere else of which’ he knew. 
Professor Inada stated that In Tokyo 
they also suffered from humidity, al- 
‘though not so. much as Shanghai 
Other troubles were similar to Shani 
hal, and in his opinion the Shan, 
service was just as good as in Japan. 

U.S. Conditions Instanced 


‘Mr. Wray sald he did not know 2 
‘single instanee of reversion to the 
flat_rote. In New York City and 
in Boston there were local areas in 
which the subscriber paid a flat rate 
for service on a restricted area to 
a relatively small number of sub- 
serlbers In his neighbourhood. To. 
Subseribers else where he must pay 
5, 10 or 20 cents per call. That was 
tiue, he thought, in New York City, 
Boston and Philadelphia, but not in 
‘Chieago which had a measured rate 
all through. In the local areas he 
Feferred to there was an Inter-zon> 



























































Major Brown pointed out | that’ 
in London over 90 per cent. of 
the call required junction. If all the 
subscribers were on one exchange 
the expense of inter-connection 
cables would be avoided. ‘The num- 
Ber of exchanges mullipiled the ex- 
penditure. He added that when the 
Brilish Post OMice took over, a num- 
ber of subseribers were permitted to 
retain the flat rate but In 1921 the 
British Post Oflce was tired of this 
arrangement, since when the flat rate 
system had been abandoned and the 
‘pure message rate system adopted, 
Which was rather different from the 
diluted "system recommended here. 
‘There were no Included calls. 

‘Major Brown further stated the 
laverage calling rate, not in London 
nly but a figure taken from records 
of all exchanges in Britain | with 
over 900 subseribers, was 7% per 
day. He was referring to thousands 
‘of exchanges. After the message rate 
Was introduced, the calling rate fell 
to something just over five calls per 
Jday. There was a drop of over 25 
per cent, In Tokyo on the introduc 
ion of the message rate the calls fell 
Jover 80 per cent. and obviously the 
Jmore calls per day made by the sub- 
seriber the greater the possibility of 
saving. ‘They had anticipated for 
Shanghai a reduction greater than the 
fall in England, but not so much as 
In Tokyo. England was on the flat 
rate system from 1879 unlit its final 
‘abandonment In 1921, but only privi 
Teged people with old-standing con- 
tracts were permitted from the time 
the Post OMe took over until 1921 
‘The average charge for a busines 
telephone in Great Britain on the fla 
rate system would be about £10 per 
Jannum. Under the Post Office, the 
rate for a business line in Liverpov 
was about 123, per months, with no 
calls allowed, and the charge for calls 
1d. per call.’ He had made compari: 
sons with Birmingham, Glasgow, Man- 
Jehester, ete, In the report after con- 
sideration of Shanghai conditions anc 
deciding that they were feirly com- 
parable in relation to the amount o! 
‘expenditure on plant, ele. ‘The cos! 
‘of cally in the United Kingdom at 1¢ 
Jeach was about double the proposed 
ost in Shanghal at 3 cents cach. 


Finances of Systems 


‘Asked if two months was sulicient 
time in which to complete the report 
Major Brown sald it depended on 
what was wanted of them. If a com: 
plete valuation of the plant, et 
been wanted, it would have 
‘much longer.” He agreed the financia! 
Agures and statements were based on 
Agures submitted by the Company 
checked by the experts, but they, the 
‘experts, all had experience of costs 
of plants from many points of view 
that were Independent. IC It was 
‘suggested they ought fo have made 
Inquiries other than they did make 
then he considered the enquiries thes 
did make should be made known. He 
‘was of opinion the inquiries they hae 
‘made backed them up In everything 
they had done. He did not wish t+ 
Fepeat statements already made, bu 
It there was one thing he had ‘beer 
challenged on in his responsibility fo. 
the finances of the Post Office tele 
phones for seven or elght years it war 
The fact that comparisons were con 
stantly being made between the 
charges In England and America 
Rough approximations of relative 
costs were prepared, fundamental in 
Doth countries. There was fixed in 
his mind the cost of stations in differ~ 
ent places. He took the capital ex- 
penditure in Shanghai and the ‘num- 
ber af stations and asked himself how 
these fitted in with his own experi- 
ence of costs. After getting the 
overall figures, he got the detailed 
Agures, and he was not dependent on 
the Company for that. Having got 
these, he checked them through. 
‘There was also the plant acquired 
from the old Company and the 
‘amount actually expended by the new 
Company. For this actual expendi- 
ture they had the books and even 
the actual bills. 
Effect of Exchange Rate 


A member drew atlention to the 
fact that the report called for a rate 
of $10 for business telephones with 
180 calls and $6.50 with 100 calls, for 
residential telephones. That repor! 
was largely compiled before exchange 
fell here. Would the fall in exchange 
to 1s, 2d. Is. 24d. make any differ- 
ence? 

‘Major Brown stated they could not 
vary their recommendation because of 
fan exchange fluctuation and took © 
that internal costs would not 
appreciably. He understood there was. 
only one salary on a gold basis. The 
‘Treasurer and Controller agreed that 
the experts could not concern them- 
selves with the exchange question. 

‘Major Brown said it was unfalt_ to 
say they had only looked at ihe 
Company's books. If the experis

‘about twenty years after the system 
Was taken over from’ the National 
Telephone Company. There was a 
standard known as the 100 per cent. 
Standard, which was. the "pre-war 
standard of costs. After the war, 
prices rose in 1922 to 120 per cent. 
‘Above pre-war prices. As the plant 
was then in bad condition and’ dey 
velopment was necessary, consider- 
table expenditure had to be incurred. 
It could not be avoided even at the 
high rates prevailing. ‘The prices 
gradually fall thereafter until’ 1929, 
ut the mean price for the whoie: 
‘period was between 80 and 90 per’ 
cent, over pre-war prices. The result 
was’ that they had something like 
£30,000,000 of plant at pre-war prices: 
‘and £ 100,000,000 invested at post. 
prlees. Valuation mest be made as 
on a certain date. How could a pro: 
‘per valuation be made ‘under these’ 
conditions? If they had wanted 
‘anything of that kind done in Shang- 
hal, he would have required a staff 
of $0 men and twelve months in 
which’ to do the job. And even then 
If the valuation were re-taken i 
‘month later the figure obtained would 
be a different one. 


Experienced Critleism 


A member suggested that in view’ 
‘of Major Brown's answer the experts 
hhad been compelled to rely on the 
‘Company's books. 

Majer Brown entirely disagreed. 
‘The experts had brought thelr mx- 
perience to bear in criticisms of the 
‘gures of the Company. None of the 
‘experts claimed to be en expert of 
buildings and land. ‘What they did 
Was to get independent valuations 
and have these checked by the Public 
‘Works Department. Where explana- 
tions were necessary—as in the ox- 
penditure on the Fokien Road Ex- 
change, caused by enormous expenses: 
{oy foundations these were investiga- 
ted. If anyone knew of a better way 
‘of arriving at values in a market, lke 
‘Shanghai ‘than the method used by 
ie experts he would tke to know 

‘Mr. Hu informed members there 
‘were 913 employees with an average 
poy of $13249 ‘per month. The 
monthly payroll was about, $121,000. 
Detailed figures were available if re- 














‘The Treasurer and Controller was 
‘of opinion that tho present rate of 
salaries would have no effect on the 
scheduled rate proposed by the ex- 
perts. He was satisfied that salaries 
were not unduly high. The rates were 
similar to those paid by other utility 
‘companies. ‘There had been a consi- 
erable amount of retrenchment and. 
saving in staff. 


‘Time and Overuse 


‘The question of the time used by 
subseribers on the telephone was 
next raised. Major Brown agreed 
with the unfairness of time overuse. 
But to cure it would requice the in- 
stallation of a three-minute call 
meter. Telephones authorities were 
‘not unaware of the possibility of this 
abuse. The Telephone Co. could not 
be blamed if the subscribers had to 
{call three or four times in order to 
{get the required party. The procedure 
Te time calls generally arose beyond 
certain distance from the main ex- 
changes. It did in London. Within the 
don area, the wire could be held 
indefinitely. ' The Company ran the 








risk because the nunfber of people: 
holding on an abnormal time was. 
‘small. Outside the London area, the 
time ‘basis was enforced. It would| 
have been very unpleasant for Shang- 
hal if a time basis had been suggested, 
Jand the storm of protest over the 
message rate would have been nothing | 
compared to the protest over a ti 
rate. ‘Tho member was maklig 
very dangerous suggestion when 
ralsed this point. 


Organized Opposition 
Major Brown sald all the objections 
to message rate had emanated from 
organized communities who felt they. 
would suffer by the introduction of 
the message rate, ‘They had not 
heard from the people who suffered 
by paying for the large user. ‘The 
jexperis had had thousands of mé 
surements taken and could give the 
percentage of each class of subscriber 
‘and his calling rate. The experts, he

Mr. Wray pointed out that to Intro 
duce the time measuring device would 
Increase the average cost of running.

Conditions Laid Down for Use of Metal in 
Manufacture of Silver-ware 





Regulations governing the exchange 

silver for legal tender notes, 
consisting of eight articles. and re- 
gulations governing the use of silver 
for the manufacture of sllverwares,

promulgated by the Ministry of 
Finance.

Guarantees From The Guild

‘has fallen to her lot merely through 
the aceldents of finance, she has as- 
Jsumed privileges on the strength of 
which she is enervating the Chinese 
who are unfortunately 
mis-judging her capacities 
‘creating acute uneasiness among all 
the commercial nations of the world; 
and coming down to. personalities,

‘Sm—On reading the report issued 
‘ever the week-end, in re the “Raven| 
Group” I am reminded of the “moun-| 
tain labouring mightily and bringing| 
forth a mouse”, as after six months 
‘of labour we are served with a lot of 
figures as to the sums owing to and 
‘owed by several national groups. 
together with a promise of Ti per 
cent, “maybe” before  Christmas— 
10352). 

Maybe I am, more than ordinarily 
dense, but “for' the life of me” I can- 
not understand what practical value 
‘such figures can possibly have to any 
‘one of the creditors, For my part 
at least, and as one of the largest 
creditors, I have not a particle of In-

the rest together as “other”, especi-| 
ally since the others are the largest 
‘creditors, 

Of what such figures to the 
thousands have waited six 
months in the hope of a substanti 
dividend, many of them, 
with the gradually Meeting reme 
brance of the bank officers’ state- 
‘ments, issued immediately after the| 
‘closure, that the assets were several 
times greater than the liabilities and| 
‘that creditors would be repaid every 
dollar. 

Tt appears to me that such statistics, 
it not simply politics, are at least 
4, waste, of ‘ime and money, their 
Preparation evidently required many 
weeks of work on the part of the 
staft and auditers for which the: 
ntier alone are receiving several| 
‘thousand dollars'a month, 

‘As an example of the futility and| 
ungellability of such statistics, 1 have 
‘only to mention two facts which are| 
known to me personally, in that the 
case of two of my own deposits, al 
though one is in my name (and| 
would therefore presumably be listed 
under my nationality) actually the 
‘money 4s held in trust for someone 
‘of different nationality. Another of 
my deposits in the joint names of

Rationality represents unequal in- 
terest of two parties, of which the 
yeeord Is unknown to the bank and 
therefore could not be classified cor~ 
reclly as to ownership by nationality. 
‘These two examples are of my own 
personal knowledge, but what of the|

Were thenceforward possible; _they| 
availed themselves fully of these 
aeties: the study was delayed, and 
the report called for was only’ pre-| 
sented to the Governing Body of tne 
LL.O, on October 26, 1935. Then| 
came an attempt to side-track the 
whole question. The Director of the 
TL.O. ‘suggested that the | Report 
be printed and simply notified to the 
next International Labour Confer 
fence. This would have precluded all 
discussion and the presentation of 
‘omendments - and/or" recommenda- 
tons. 

Fortunately, Mr. Jouhaux and Mr, 
Fao Hua-Kuo saw the manoeuvre and 
were able to balk the move. Bf. 
ouhaux proposed that the Report be 
‘sent to the next Labour Conference, 
in June 1938, for a full dress dis- 
cussion. Mr. Pao clinched matiers| 
by making it: clear that the next 
Labour Conference would not only, 
hhave the right to discuss the Report,

The 
voyage was from Port Said to Suez, 
and it'took from November 16 to 
November 20, four days which 
heralded in a new epoch for navig 
tion and brought the East many 
days closer to the West, Before 
that it was possible to travel over- 
land to avoid going round the Cape, 
but it was a tiresome job, no matter | 
how much time was saved. The 
idea of a canal uniting the Mediter- 
ranean and the Red Seas was by 
no means now, but it was done by 
connecting the’ Nile with the latter 
by a channel. Sesostris, according | 
to Aristotle, Strabo and Pliny, is 
said to be the frst Pharaoh to build 
auch a canal, but the three gentle~ 
men named have been found guilty 
‘of inaccuracies so often that the 
statement must be accepted with a 
certain degree of reserve. Be that 
as it may, there is evidence in an 
Inscription on a temple at Karnac 
from which it would appear that in 
the time of Seti I, 1380 B.C., a canal 
diverged from ' the Nile near'| 
Bubastls, was carried along the 
Wadi Tumilat to Heroopolis, near’ 
Pithon at the head of the Hero 
opolite Gulf. As the remnants of 
the Gulf In question are now kuown 
as the Bitter Lakes, it is obvious| 
that there have been great change 
sine whoever it was who made the 
canal had his day. It is stated, 
however, that there are still signs: 
of the old canal to be found, though 
dimcult for most people to recognize 

it has been filled in by the zands 
of time. 











Whether Seti I built the canal or 
not, it is immaterial, for about seven 
hundyed years later Necho, another 
Pharaoh, began to build ‘another. 
It is a matter for speculation why 
people talk of building the canal, 
when it was actually a question of 
digging it. It was probable that the 
channel connecting the Heroopolite 
Gulf and the Red Sea was already 
silting up and the idea of Necho 
was to deepen it. ‘The work w: 
not completed, and according to 
Herodotus 120,000 men perished in 
‘the time work was in hand. 
Schemes so grandiose as canal 
digging or pyramid building not 
only cost a lot of money but ex- 
tracted payment in terms of life 
which can only be equalled 
nowadays by a fair sized war. 
However, some ninety years later 
Darius took the matter up again and 
‘succeeded in deepening the Hero- 
‘opolite Channel wich connected the 
Gulf with the Red Sea, after which 
it was easy to obtain quick water 
carriage across the Suez Peninsula, 
though it was not a through pas- 
sage. 
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Ships coming from the Mediter- 
ranean would go up the Nile by the 
Pelusiae arm to Bubastis, then, sail 
along the canal to Heroopolis, where 
‘cargo would be transhipped into 
the Red Sea vessels. That was 
perfectly all vight until Ptolemy. 
Philadelphus, 285 B.C., connected 
‘the canal with the waters of the 
sea, thereby cutting out the tran- 
shipment. By the time Cleopatra 
‘was getting gay with various lead- 
ing Romans the Pelusiac arm of the 
Nile had dwindled away rendering 
‘that means of communication im- 
possible, though 129 years later 
Trajan is said to have constructed 





another canal between Bubastis and 


Babylon (Old Cairo) a waterway 
traditionally known as Amnis Tra~ 
janus. There fs just a soupcon 
of a doubt that this is not so, for 
some authorities believe that’ the 
Romans did nothing to the canal 
‘save effect occasional repairs, and 
that the waterway in question was 
the seventh century endeavour of 
‘Amt" the conqueror of Egypt. In 


the cighth century the canal was}, 
closed, possibly reopened in the) 


year 1,000 after which it seems to 
have choked very rapidly again. 
Mehmet All ordered the closing of 
the canal in 1811, and that seemed 
to be the end of the matter, though 


and parts of the canal were flooded 
during the annual inundations of 
‘the Nile. Nevertheless parts of this 
jcanal from Bubastis were uscd by’ 
‘the French engineers in constructing | 
the fresh water channel from Cairo 
to Suez. 


‘The foregoing is sufficient to in- 
dicate that water thoroughfare be- 
tween the Mediterranean and the 
Red Seas was no new dream when 
Jde Lesseps commenced to push his 
‘scheme. In 1671 Lelbnitz recom- 
mended to Louls XIV the carrying | 
‘ut of such a plan, while Sheikh al 
Balad Ali, about '1770, wished to 
Dusk a similar project. Enter 
‘Buonaparte. When he was in Egypt 
in 1798 he ordered that the isthmus 
should be surveyed as a preliminary 
to digging a canal against it, but 
the engineer he employed came to 
the conclusion that there was a 
difference in levels of the two seas 
fof about 29ft. making a canal im- 
possible in those days. That con- 
‘clusion was not destroyed for cbout 
fAfty years, but, when surveys then 
proved that it was wrong, the way 
was opened for those who were 
eager to get on with the work. 
These last surveys were made under 
the auspices of the Saint Simonists 
who were bent on the regeneration 
‘of the world, and who considered 
the canal to be one of the means 
towards achieving such an end. 
‘They favoured a canal from Suez 
to Alexandria via Cairo, de Lesseps 
himself was a Saint Simonist, and 
when Abbas Pasha died and his 
friend Sald Pasha became Viceroy 
of Egypt under the Turks he saw 
his opportunity, seized it and 
obtained a concession authorizing. 
him to form a company for the| 
purpose of cutting the eanal. 

‘The story of his endeavours to! 
attract investors from many coun 
tries, and the lack of vision which 
Jsome nations—and not the least of 
‘these was Great Britain-—is much, 
{too long to be reproduced here, but 
it is nevertheless fascinating. Fas- 
cinating to think that Britain with, 
her large possession in the East was 
Jquite unable to appreciate the value 
fof such an undertaking to herself. 
[Suffice it to say that she, Austria, 
[Russia and the United States held 
severely aloof from the whole 
scheme. Nevertheless all the capital 
was subscribed with the exception 
Jot 85,506 shares which were handed. 
lover {o the Khedive. The work was| 
put in hand in 1856 and completed 
thirteen years later, a quick per- 
{formance considering the nature of 
the task and the appliances then 
available for carrying it through. 
[There were all manner of difficulties 
to be faced. ‘The capital of the com-| 
pany was not sufelent, despite the: 
Jaward of Frs, $4,000,000 in an. 
Jarbitration between the company 
Jand the Sultan of Turkey, and, two 
years before the opening, the com- 
pany had to raise another Frs. 100,~ 
'000,000 by a loan which was only 
successful when offered at a heavy! 
discount and then dealt with as a 
lottery. Later there was more| 
money to be raised, but that wa 
all that was obtained prior to the 
‘completion of the work. 

It was fortunate for Britain that 
some 85,000 shares had been handed | 
to the Khedive. Great Britain had| 
not subscribed to the capital of the 
Jcompany, but there was a feeling 
that she should have an interest in 
the concern, and when in 1875 it] 
was announced that the Khedive’s| 
shares had been purchased the Gov 
Jernnient was loudly applauded. But 
it was not as some people think a 
Disraeli conception, nor did 
originate in any government depart- 
ment. Tt was an entirely outside! 
suggestion at a time when the pos- 
sibility of ever acquiring the shares: 
was rapidly passing away. On 
November 15, 1875, the editor of the 
/“Pall Mall Gazette,” Mr. Frederick 
Greenwood, went to Lord Derby at| 
the Foreign Office and informed him 
that the Khedive’s shares were 
Passing into the hands of a French 
syndicate, and urged that this! 
should be frustrated by a purchase: 
by England. Lord Derby was at 
first under the impression that there 
must have been a mistake, for he 
could not believe that such negotia- 
{tions could proceed at Cairo with- 
lout coming (o the knowledge of the

‘An interesting question is whether 
{in case of contracts left executory at 
the time of the coming into force of 
the Government measures or in case. 
of instalment contracts a party can 
Fefuse to perform his part of the 
contract because the other party is 
by. operation of law prevented. to 
pay in terms of silver. It is a 
problematical question and one ot 
far reach!ng importance whether the 
prohibition to pay in terms of silver. 
Ix an “impossibility of performance” 
in the meaning of Chapter 266. 
Chinese Civil Code, and operating as 
a discharge from the further lsbili- 
ies of a contract and giving also a 
Fight to demand a return of what 
has been performed. Apart from 
this question of impossibility of per- 
formance there may be in special 
cases also general grounds for a 
termination ef a contract where by 
the Government decree the whole 
commercial basis of a contract Is 
seriously affected.

As Affecting Foreigners 

Extraterritorial nationals are not 
affected by the Chinese Governmen’ 
‘measures except to the extent that 






































the measures relating strictly to 
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currency as the constitution of the 
new -legal tender .would be apphed 
by the extraterritorial Courts when- 
ever a liability is expressed in 
Chinese currency. As extraterritorial 
nationals will mot be able to enforce 
‘ogainst Chinese or —non-extrater- 
Fitorlal nationals sliver terms, they 
‘will absolutely cease to contract in 
terms of silver, 

Tt may be here cf interest to 
deseribe that exact extent of the 
British Regulations dated November 
4, 1935. and made in connection

tion resident or carrying on business 
within the territorial limits of China 
fax defined by these regulations to 
make payment in silver. It is to be 
noted that only payment in silver 
(oln oF commodity) is prohibited, 
whereas, according to the restrictive 
interpretation to be applied to these 
regulations money payments in legal 
tender but dependent upon a sliver 
value clause are permissible, This 
imitation may become material it 
the Chinese Government for the 
purpose of Increasing the collections 
of silver would enhance its purchase 
price or if the money value of the 
commodity silver is not to be ascer~ 
tained according to the price availing 
in China, but is to be fixed according 
to foreign rates, eg, those availing 
in Londen. Again a British subject 
{y not prohibited to demand silver 
from any other extraterritorial 
national subject, of course, to the 
laws administered by the ‘debtor's 
Court.

‘The important American Real 
Estate and Public Ulility Companies 
which are carrying on. business in 
China have toa great extent labili- 
les expressed in terms of silver.

Charity at Home and Abroad

‘Men lived and moved in an. atmos- 
phere that narrowed their vision tu 
thelr own local interests and any- 
thing or anybody from the outside 
world was as much a curiosity. as 
the “foreign devil” in China, visiting 
country village for the first time 
‘and the same feelings of resentment 
were induced in both cases.

Piracy, shipwreck, mutiny, fre at 
sea—these are just a few of the 
dramas that have been enacted 
around the Saddle Islands, (the near- 
fest of which lies about 30 miles from 
the mouth of the Yangtze), — since 
Shanghal was opened as a Treaty 
Port in 1843. This group of islands, 
‘about which most Shanghal people 
know very little, ig roughly six in 
‘umber, not counting the many small 
Islets by which it is surrounded. The 
islands are inhabited by native fsher- 
‘men, who live there all the year 
round, carrying on a simple but 
hardy’ existence, and tilling thelr 
small plots of ground. Large quantl- 
les of cuttle-fish are caught around 
the Islands. It 1s estimated that the 
North Saddle, one of the principal

Refuge for Seamen 


In 1885, the North Saddle Island 
served as'a refuge for three Chinese 
‘seamen, whese junk had been ca 
tured by a French gunboat. ‘The 
cargo had been confiscated, the junk 
burned, and the remainder of the 
crew sent to Takao to work as 
slaves. When the three were rescued 
by the Pilot Schooner New York, they 
‘were suffering from beri-beri. 

A mysterious derelict junk was 
plcked up in 1888 by a” Shanghai 
Pilot who was cruising off the Saddle 
in the Pilot schooner Daniel Webste 
‘The junk was in good condition, but 
the crew and cargo were missing. As 
it was blowing hard, the Pilot towed 
the derelict to the Saddles, and hand- 
ed it over to the authorities 

During a typhoon, in 1808, the 
British barque Satsuina, having wea- 
thered the Saddles, failed to plek 
up her Pilot, and was driven south 
of Gutziaff Island, one of the Saddle 
group, where she tried to anchor. 
Both ‘cables parted, and she was 
‘cast ashore on a small island. All 
the crew were rescued by fishermen, 
‘and “looked after for several days, 
after which they were picked up by @ 
passing steamer.

‘The highways of Kwangsi Province 
can be divided into three kinds as 
those constructed and owned by the 
provincial government, by the towns 
And those constructed by villages. 

‘Roads constructed by the provincia! 
government approximate 6,000 Ii and| 

e divided aver the five districts of 
Nanning, Lit-ehow, Kwel-ling, Wu- 
chow and Chen Nan, Roads’ con- 
‘structed by the local’ authorities in 
‘ifferent towns are Wu-min, Shar 
ing, Sze An and Kun Chen, and thelr 
Uke, about twenty towns in all and. 
the total length of such roads) 
about 2,500 I. 

‘Road foundations and surfaces are 
widely different, For  instanee, the| 
Toad surface of the Kwei Shen-Yu 
section Is very good and that of the 
Yung'Lung section rather poor. All 
the highways have a macadamized 
surface, For economic reasons the 
roads are not steletly following the 
eight “per” cont gradient. Large= 
bridges are still lacking and ferry 
boats are used instead. For this rea- 
son the constructional expense for 
very kilometre of road is only 1ttle 
‘more than’ §2,000 (Kwangsi money).

Roads Rented for Buses 





Most of the roads are rented to 
private bus companies. On the aver- 
‘age the bus company charges $022 
Kwangsi money for each passenger-t 
‘Owing to the high price of petrol, 
‘most of the buses use charcoal 
fuel as in Kwangsi 100 catties of chat 
coal cosls about $1 Kwangsl. There} 
‘are now about 600 cars, oficial arid 
private, in the whole of Kwangsi. The 
Highway Administration can barely 
support itself as for the present, 
most of the proft is being used to 
buy new ears and therefore the roads 
are not kept up as they should be 
‘and also some of the money is spent 
on buying back roads formerly rented 
to private concerns. 

Cars or trucks owned by companies 
and using roads constructed by the 
provineial government, must pay for! 
vears forty per cont, and for trucks, 
twenty. percent. of thelr respective 
incomes as the road maintenance fee. 
Recently a new regulation was issued 
that all cars must be licensed and 
commercial cars with five seats, the 
Hicense fee is $180 each (Kwangsi 
money), for 1'é-ton buses $350 and 
for Weston trucks $200. Garages and 
repairing shops are to be found in 
Nanling, Liu-chow, Ne Shen and 
Kwel-ling. 

‘The upkeep of the ferry boats and 
the rebuilding of bridges is worth 
consideration. Our party went 1o| 
Aifferent mines to study conditions| 
‘and as we-travelled one day from 
Chung Shan by motor car back to

To every boat there were at least 
four men rowihg and steering, some 
boats even requiring more than ten 
men. This needs a large maintenence 
fee, taking the depreciation of the 
ferry boats also into account. 

Tt is found in the highways of 
China that every linea foot of or- 
dinary bridge costs only $100 to $150 
with very little maintenance fee. 
Compared with the ferry boat system 
Ww may be cheaper. If bridges ca 
be ‘built over narrow streams in 
Kiwangsl, communication will be 
much improved. 


Water Transportation 


Kwangsl is situated on the upper 
part of West River known also a 
Chu-Kiang or Pearl River. Many 
branches of it run throughout the 
province which makes water com- 
munleation rather easy and Nanning 
and Wu-chow are two river transport 
centres. 

From Nanning there is the route 
‘Yung Wu of about 1,062 Ii. The water 
fg rather shallow in certain places 
and the bed is mostly rocky. Motor 
boats (burning crude oil) travel back- 
wards and forwards and. the sailors 
are quite familiar with this route. It 
lakes two days and two nights to go 
from Wu-chow to Nanning but from 
Nanning to.Wu-chow is down stream 
and quicker. There are also the 
Yung-Pa route trom Nanning through 
Yiu-kiang (ihe Right River) to Pax 
‘Tsha about 740 1, and the Yung-lung. 
route from Nenning through Cho-kiang 
the left river) to Lung-chow of 
about 630 ll.

‘Telephone System 


Wuchow is the gateway of Kwangs, 
Province through which one can 0) 
eastward by steamer to Canton and 
Hongkong and westward by utilizing 
the west river which passes througit 
the towns and_joins the Chian-kiang 
at Kwel-pin from whence one can 
reach Liurchow by boat. In the win- 
ter, however, the water is low and 
only She-Lung can be reached.

Electric communication can be

roads, being used at first for military 
purposes, te material being BW.G. 
No. 12 single tron wire and the total 
Tengih of the line about 2,000 kilo- 
metres. The poles used are amall and 
‘when the line passes through certain 
sections, trees along the roads are 
used instead of poles. No. 3 porcelain 
Insulators are employed. From Nan- 
ning to Liuvehow, and Nanning to 
‘Wwel-hslen telephone communteation 
ccan be effected.

‘The Rural Lines 


Regarding the rural lines, each town 
put up their own poles and the Pro- 
Vinelal Government provides gal- 
vanized iron wires and insulators. 
‘These lines are even smaller than the 
provincial lines and often three dif- 
ferent kinds can be seen along the 
roads, one being the provincial line, 
‘one the rural and the third the tel

Communication is ef- 
fected through these offices to rural 
towns. ‘There are four second class 
Toeal flees: Chang-an, Pinvlo, Lee- 
poo and Kwei-Pin, and seventeen 
Dublic long distance telephone stations, 
mostly installed in bus stations. The 
telephone office in Wu-chow is > 
commercial concern which allows for 
‘700 subseribers with two partial mul 
tiple magneto exchange boards but at 
present they have only 500 subscrib- 
ers.

Tt is a pity that Shanghal people 
have such very little opportunity of 
visiting the Saddles. Tt is dimicult to 
imagine any more pleasant way of 
spending a week-end than taking a 
trip out to one of these charming 
islands, and taking advantage of thelr 
splendid bathing facilities. In addi- 
tion, they offer plenty of Interest In 
themselves, judging by two accounts 
published in the "North-China Dally 
News” in 1003 and 1908 of enjoyable 
week-ends spent on the islands, ‘The 
frst, entitled “A Trip to the Norta 
Saddle,” describes a visit paid by a 
party at Whitsuntide, They travelled 
to the island by means of a tug the 
Vietoria. 

‘Welcomed by Lighthouse Staft 


“The spot where we anchored,” the 
article states, “was close to the rocks 
fon which the Pembrokeshire went 
aground; in fact one could see where 
her bows had grazed the cliff. Right 
above us was the lighthouse, along- 
side of which were the houses for 
the European and Chinese staff, and 
to our right was a large peak, the 
top of which was enshrouded in mis 
We went ashore In a small rowing 
boat, and had to clamber for some 
distance over rocks before we got 
to the path leading to the lght- 
hhouse.

NINE MURDER TRIALS 


Wuey Jusrice Pare; A Study of Nine 
‘Peeultar Murder Triais-—By Richard 
S. Lambert. With Eight Plates. 
Methuen, London. 10/6. 

Students of criminology will find 
this collection of murder trials ex- 
ceptionally interesting. The other 
day the cables referred to the case 
‘of David Lamson, whose trial, for 
the third time, for the alleged mur- 
der of his wife is now being begu 
This case is among the nine wi 
which Mr, Lambert deals. ‘The other 
‘ight cases all occurred between 1852 
‘and 1872. David Lamson's case is of 
Interest beeause of the pecullar cir- 
cumstance that he is actually under 
fentence of death. In his Arst trial, 
Lamson, who was a graduate of 
Stanford “University, was found 
guilty by a jury and sentenced to 
death. His ‘conviction was reversed 
‘by the Supreme Court, The District 
Attorney, however, obtained a retrial, 
‘and on the second hearing of the 
ease the jury disagreed, Mrs. Lam~ 
son's body was found in a bath-tub in 
her house on Memorial Day, 1933. 
Her husband contended that she had 
accidentally fallen in or had been 

tacked by an unknown person. The 
prosecution alleged that Lamson had 
killed her himself in order to cleor 
the way for another marriage.

London, Oct. 1 
With no disrespect to the memory 
of the late Duke of Buccleuch, who 
was a fine sailor before he became

Forum of some two centuries earlier| 
was being excavated at the begin- 
Jning of this century, the workmen 
went down as if into a coalmine. 
‘Apart from human work, Nature s| 
for ever piling mountains on the| 
disused ways of men, as is to be seen 
Jn the Roman remaing at Silchester| 
Jand “elsewhere. Oddly enough the| 
earth does not seem to grow any| 
bigger. 

The new Waterloo Bridge, con-

But the interest- 
ing point of the ‘case way the con- 
tention of plaintifts’ counsel that the 
BBC. ‘are responsible for every 
word spoken from their microphones. 

Fortunately for the Judge, he was
